[Celebrating  National  Minority  Donor  Awareness  Day  and  raising  awareness  about  the  need 
for  minority  organ  donors.] 

Resolution  raising  awareness  about  the  lack  of  and  need  for  minority  organ 
donors  and  celebrating  August  1,  2003  as  National  Minority  Awareness  Day  to  inform 
and  educate  potential  donors. 

WHEREAS,  There  currently  are  more  than  82,000  people  in  the  United  States  on  the 
national  organ-transplant  waiting  list  of  which  approximately  22,000  are  African-American, 
12,000  are  Latino,  4,000  are  Asian,  and  2,000  are  other  non-Caucasian;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2002,  only  about  780  African-Americans,  750  Latinos,  125  Asians,  and 
60  other  non-Caucasians  donated  organs  in  the  Untied  States  after  they  passed  away;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  California,  there  currently  are  approximately  16,000  people  on  the 
national  waiting  list  for  a  life-saving  organ  transplant  ~  6,576  Caucasians,  5,017  Latinos, 
2,163  African-Americans,  2,346  Asians  and  500  other  non-Caucasians;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  Northern  and  Central  California  alone,  there  are  more  than  8,000 
people  who  are  on  the  national  waiting  list  for  life-saving  organ  transplants  and  of  these, 
3,715  are  Caucasian,  1,850  are  Latino,  1,132  are  African-American,  1,432  are  Asian  and  278 
are  other  non-Caucasians;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2002,  3,003  Californians  received  life-saving  organ  transplants  and  of 
these,  901  were  Hispanic,  316  were  African-American,  342  were  Asian  and  there  were  more 
than  100  other  non-Caucasians;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  California  in  2002,  only  433  Hispanics,  135  African-Americans,  128 
Asians  and  21  other  non-Caucasians  became  organ  donors;  and 
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( 

WHEREAS,  In  Northern  and  Central  California,  the  2002  average  consent  rate  for 
people  who  were  medically  suitable  for  donation  and  who  consented  to  donation  was  only  58 
percent,  and  of  these,  the  Caucasian  consent  rate  was  74  percent;  the  Hispanic  consent  rate 
was  50  percent;  the  African-American  consent  rate  was  48  percent;  and  the  Asian  consent 

rate  was  40  percent;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  more  people,  especially  from  the  Latino,  African  American,  and 
Asian  communities,  are  needed  to  consent  to  organ  donation  to  save  more  lives;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  National  Minority  Donor  Awareness  Day  be  celebrated 
throughout  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  August  1 ,  2003,  to  bring  to  dispel  fears 
and  address  obstacles  related  to  minority  donation  of  organs,  tissues,  blood  and  bone 
marrow.

Resolution  urging  the  Department  of  Administrative  Services  and  ottier  City 
departments  to  expeditiously  implement  tlie  relocation  of  laundry  services  for  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  and  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  to  the  laundry  facility  at  Oyster 
Point. 

WHEREAS,  at  the  March  6  meeting  of  the  Budget  Committee,  the  Committee's 
members  unanimously  rejected  a  Proposition  J  certification  to  subcontract  laundry  services 
for  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  and  limited  a  Proposition  J  certification  to  subcontract  laundry

services  for  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  until  dtme-S07-2OG-3;  and 

WHEREAS,  rejection  and  limitation  of  these  certifications  was  based  in  part  on  the  fact 
that  the  current  subcontractor  for  San  Francisco  General  Hospital's  laundry  services  does  not 
pay  its  workers  a  Living  Wage  and  has  been  under  investigation  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Contract  Administration;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  feasible  alternative  to  contracting  out  laundry  services  for  these 
hospitals  has  been  identified,  in  which  an  existing  laundry  facility  at  Oyster  Point  is  upgraded 
for  operation;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  laundry  facility  at  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  is  scheduled  to  be 
demolished  in  the  coming  months  to  allow  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  entire  hospital;  and 

WHEREAS,  if  the  Oyster  Point  facility  is  not  operational  by  the  scheduled  date  for  the 
demolition  of  the  Laguna  Honda  laundry,  and  hence  no  alternative  exists  for  the  provision  of 
laundry  services  for  residents  of  Laguna  Honda,  the  Hospital's  construction  project  must  incur 
costly  delays;  and 
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( 

WHEREAS,  in  the  Fall  of  2002,  the  Department  of  Public  Health  issued  a  Request  for 
Proposals  to  design,  furnish,  install  and  maintain  a  laundry  facility  at  Oyster  Point;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  single  qualified  bid  was  received  from  Western  State  Design,  which 
proposed  a  credible  plan  to  provide  laundry  services  for  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and 
Laguna  Honda  Hospital  at  a  cost  less  than  the  current  operation  of  Laguna  Honda  laundry 
facility  and  the  contracting  out  of  laundry  services  for  San  Francisco  General  Hospital;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  operation  of  a  laundry  facility  at  Oyster  Point  will  meet  the  objectives 
of  providing  cost-effective  laundry  services  while  continuing  to  pay  employees  a  Living  Wage; 
so  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Department  of  Administrative 

.expeditiously  complete

[Establishing  Task  Force] 

Resolution  establishing  a  multi-disciplinary  task  force  on  childhood  nutrition  and 
physical  activity. 

WHEREAS,  Lifelong  habits  related  to  nutrition  and  fitness  are  established  during 
childhood  and  adolescence,  with  lifelong  consequences  for  health  and  well-being;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  widespread  lack  of  healthy  lifestyles  for  children  has  become  a 
national  epidemic  and  a  health  crisis  with  profound  medical  implications;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  heard  testimony  from  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Public  Health,  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  the  San  Francisco 
Medical  Society  and  others  that  increasing  numbers  of  children  are  experiencing  type  II 
diabetes,  high  blood  pressure,  heart  problems,  breathing  problems,  bone  and  joint  difficulties, 
low  self  esteem,  depression,  and  stress  as  a  result  of  being  unfit,  and  that  Latino,  African 
American  and  Pacific  Islander  children  are  at  highest  risk  for  these  health  problems;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  crisis  is  deeply  rooted  in  many  facets  of  the  lives  of  our  children,  from 
poor  nutrition,  to  dependence  on  unhealthy  foods,  to  limited  physical  activity  and  to  increasing 
time  spent  in  sedentary  activities;  and

WHEREAS,  The  Port  of  San  Francisco's  Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan  {"Waterfront  Plan") 
includes  Piers  V/2,  the  Pier  3  buli<head  and  shed  building,  and  the  Pier  5  bull<head/connector 
building  (collectively,  the  "Piers  Project")  within  the  Ferry  Building  Mixed  Use  Opportunity  Area 
(the  "Ferry  Building  Area");  and 

WHEREAS,  Primary  objectives  established  in  the  Waterfront  Plan  for  the  Ferry  Building 
Area  include:  (1)  preserve  and  restore  historic  structures,  both  to  recall  the  area's  historic  use

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Liberation  Radio  93.7  FM  has  provided  a  forum  for  those 
whose  voices  are  often  excluded  from  the  increasingly  consolidated  corporate  media;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Liberation  Radio  93.7  FM  has  remained  committed  to 
fostering  an  informed  and  engaged  public  by  providing  access  to  a  diverse  group  of  local 
residents,  artists,  community  groups,  and  public  officials;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Liberation  Radio  93.7  FM  has  contributed  to  a  wide 
diversity  of  programming  including  Radio  Food  Not  Bombs,  Renters'  Radio  by  the  Tenants 
Union,  Labor  Line,  OutLoud  Radio,  and  the  Green  Party  Radio  Show;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  regulatory  structure  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
increasingly  precludes  the  expression  of  alternate  and  dissonant  voices;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Communications  Commission's  most  recent  reasons  for 
rejecting  San  Francisco  Liberation  Radio's  license  application  were  based  on  widely  criticized 
provisions  in  the  Radio  Broadcasting  Preservation  Act  of  2000  (RBPA);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  RBPA  contains  provisions  that  would  prevent  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  from  considering  applications  from  persons  or  organizations 
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who  had  previously  been  unlicensed  broadcasters  and  the  RBPA  also  required  increased 
channel  separation  between  new  LPFM  stations  and  other  broadcast  licensees;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  ban  on  previously  unlicensed  broadcasters  is  under  constitutional 
challenge  now  pending  before  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  (Petition  for  writ  of  certiorari  filed  May 
1 ,  2003,  government  brief  opposing  filed  July  7,  2003);  and 

WHEREAS  the  RBPA  provision  requiring  increased  channel  separation  was,  under 
that  law,  subject  to  review  by  a  technical  study  of  potential  interference;  and

207.2,  and  amending  Section  209.1  to  authorize  one  additional  secondary  unit  limited  to 
750  square  feet  of  gross  floor  area  within  an  existing  structure  on  a  lot  within  1250  feet 
of  a  Primary  Transit  Street  or  Transit  center  and  also  within  1250  feet  of  a 
Neighborhood  Commercial  or  Commercial  zoning  district,  on  a  lot  containing  a 
qualified  historical  building  or  where  the  unit  is  specifically  designed  and  constructed 
for  the  elderly  or  persons  with  physical  disabilities,  to  prohibit  the  owner  from 
legalizing  an  illegal  unit  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  providing 
that  the  secondary  unit  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  Rent  Ordinance  but  requiring  that  a 
secondary  unit  in  a  multi-family  building  shall  be  subject  to  affordability  requirements;

1 .  An  efficient  and  cost-effective  organization  structure  for  the  Department  of  Elections 
does  not  currently  exist.  Temporary  staff  is  overused  and  performs  duties  that  would  be 
performed  more  efficiently  by  permanent  employees. 

2.  The  Department  of  Elections  is  understaffed  in  permanent  positions  for  which  there 
is  an  existing  budget,  v^ich  in  turn  causes  over-expenditure  for  overtime  and  temporary 
positions. 

3.  Creating  an  optimal  organizational  structure  and  hiring  to  fill  positions  within  it  would  | 
increase  efficiency  in  between-election  work  that  the  Department  of  Elections  is  mandated  by 
law  to  perform.
